Commissioners Table Increase for Prashaw

A p p a r e n t l y 
t h e 
honeymoon is over in the 
Collin County Courthouse as 
the com m issioners court 
recorded its first m ajor 
break in voting Monday. 
However, the break which 
occurred within the voting 
ranks 
appears 
repairable 
and was not a rip along party 
lines. 
The split came over a 
request by Justice of the 
P eace C.J. 
P rash aw 
of 
Precinct 5, which includes 
Plano Judge Prashaw was 
seeking to have his salary 
increased, but after an hour- 
long executive session on the 
matter, the final verdict was 
to wait until March and take 
another look at the situation. 
According to Prashaw. he 
is receiving only 25 percent 
of the pay which is accorded 
Ju stice

of 
Precinct 
I 
in 
McKinney. 
This. 
Prashaw told com­ 
missioners, is despite the 
fact that Precinct 5 handles 
twice as many small claims 
cases as the rest of the 
county combined. 
Just Hurt 
“ I'm not mad, but I rn 
hurt," he admitted to the 
court. 
In action taken during the 
second week in January, 
county commissioners set 
Justice Cope’s salary at $948 
a month, plus giving him a 
full-time 
clerk 
Ju stice 
Prashaw ’s salary was set at 
$250 a month with no clerk, 
while the remaining four 
justices receive salaries 
ranging from $120 to $222 a 
month, all with no clerks. 
Prashaw explained that he 
is a full-time justice, but is 
only getting paid for a 25- 
percent job. 
“ If 
you 
think 
that 
25 
percent can do it, then much 
as I hate to say it. I think 
you’d better appoint a new 
justice of the peace in 
Precinct 5," he stated. 
A f t e r 
d i s c u s s i n g

reconvened 
in open session and Com­ 
missioner Chuck Frisk of 
Plano moved that Prashaw ’s 
salary be raised to $750 a 
month.

Despite three calls for a

Nathan White Jr., the motion 
died. 
Com m issioner 
Bailey 
Dickerson then moved that 
Prashaw’s request be denied 
and 
it was seconded by 
C o m m is s io n e r 
O d ell 
Rushing. 
However, 
D ickerson’s 
motion also failed, on a 3-2 
vote, with White, Frisk and 
Commissioner Bay Sellers 
voting 
against 
outright 
denial. 
Frisk then countered with 
a motion to table the matter 
until the first meeting in 
March,

Prashaw 
would furnish the com ­ 
m issioners with detailed 
records of his workload for 
January and February. 
F risk ’s motion passed

cars, 
thereby cutting even more 
energy consumption 
We need to eliminate 20 
percent of the high-paying 
supergrade 
jobs 
in 
Washington, (and the rest of 
the Washington bureaucracy 
by 156, cut foreign aid, and 
terminate revenue sharing. 
These are three areas where 
we are spending money that 
is financed by 
a 
deficit. 
Regional federal offices are 
m ore efficient 
than 
the 
d u p licative 
agencies 
in 
W ashington. 
We 
are 
borrowing, 
and 
therefore, 
paying interest on, money to 
give away in foreign aid. 
And revenue sharing is a 
misnomer because there is 
no money to share. 
P r e s i d e n t 
F o r d s 
proposals on the economy 
are fair from comprehensive 
solutions. 
H ow ever, 
M r. 
Ford 
showed 
definite 
courage in submitting his 
ideas 
to 
Congress, 
and 
seems 
intent 
on 
working 
toward fiscal responsibility. 
We 
in 
Congress 
should 
follow his example. The least 
we can do is “ hold the line’ 
in spending. We should also 
try to trim excessive areas 
of the budget 
Our 
country 
today 
has 
more government than 
it 
wants and the folks at home 
tell me that the government 
is spending more than they 
can afford. Congress should 
stop spending and look to 
balance what we need with 
what we can afford.

I said. “What about bullet 
biting? I ve heard that many 
of the volunteers in the war 
against inflation becam e 
addicted to biting bullets. 
“That s true." Flickelnurd 
said. “ and the AWI plans to 
offer treatment and coun 
soling services to help them 
break the habit 
"In its early phases, this 
program will stress the use 
of bullet substitutes to make 
w ithdraw al easier.
